COMMENTS FROM THE EDITOR'S DESK 


Another slow month for me (meaning I 
was too busy with everything else to metal 
detect). I did get permission to search an old 
downtown church that was demolishing an 
old assembly hall. A small court yard was 
hidden between the church and the hall. 
Once the building had been 
demolished, the contractor had 
no problem with me searching 
the area (after all, how much 
damage could I do compared to 
a bulldozer?) 

Unfortunately, the ground 
was covered with hundreds of 
what appeared to be very old 
roofing nails that made 
detecting nearly impossible. 
Even moving to a 5.3 inch coil 
didn’t help much because there 
was a carpet of rusted iron about 
four inches down (the XLT 
SpectraGraph shows iron even 
in discrimination mode). I did find a few 
pennies from the 1950’s and a few dimes 
from the 1960’s (no silver); but anything 
deeper than a few inches eluded me. 
Furthermore, the continual chatter from my 
detector (even in silent search mode) started 
to drive me crazy. 

When the contractor checked on my 
progress, I told them about the nails. He 
thought the grass had been put in during the 
early 1960’s but he didn’t know what had 
been there before then. He thought there 
might have been some old buildings next 
door that were torn down to put in a new 
office building. Sometimes you can’t win 
for losing. I get permission to search a 





prime spot, and it turns out to be polluted 
with nails! 

From the rumor department, I heard 
from a reliable source that the City wants to 
tear out and dispose of the first five or six 
inches of ground at Pioneer Park. It seems 
that your friendly neighborhood 
drug dealer would cut a plug in the 
grass to hide his stash. This kept 
the dealer from being arrested with 
the drugs on his or her person. 
When a customer came along, the 
dealer simply lifted the grass to 
display the goods. The problem is 
that the dealers apparently left 
hundreds of needles and other drug 
paraphernalia in the grass, and the 
City is concerned that some 
unsuspecting tourist will stab him 
or herself with a. needle, contract 
AIDS, and then sue the City for 
millions of dollars. So the City 
wants to take out all the old grass and a few 
inches of dirt to remove the buried needles. 
This could be a real opportunity for metal 
detecting, so keep your eyes on Pioneer 
Park. 

Last month’s MYSTERY PHOTO was 
the race track for the “Utah Driving Park 
Association.” The track was located back 
from 21st South between 5th and 6th East. 
I’m not sure when it was torn down, but a 
map from the early 1900’s (see next page) 
shows its exact location along with Liberty 
Park, Calder’s Farm (the predecessor to 
Wandamere and Nibley Park), the Sugar 
House paper mill, the State Penitentiary, and 
the fort and mill along Parley’s Creek. 
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MONTHLY TIPS 


SEARCH COIL COVERS 


Search coil covers protect a valuable part of your detector; however, they can also create 
their own set of problems. Water and dirt can work their way between the cover and coil that 
ultimately will diminish the effectiveness of your detector. What to do? Either remove and 
clean the cover on a regular basis or seal the seam between the cover and the coil with clear 
silicone caulking. If you ever decide to change the coil cover, just cut the seal with a knife. In 
addition, the coil cover is a great place to write your name, address, and social security number 
with a permanent marker. If your detector is ever stolen, this provides a means of identification. 


TEMPERATURE ACCLIMATION 

With winter on the way, it is important to remember that your detector's electronics need 
to be thermally stabilized before they can work most accurately. Changes in temperature affect 
the operating parameters of electronic components. Taking a detector from an 80-degree car into 
30-degree weather causes the electronics to change as they become acclimated to the air 
temperature. For example, your detector will read ground balance differently when it is hot than 
when it is cold. In such circumstances, be sure to readjust your detector often until the 
electronics reach air temperature. Batteries are also affected by temperature -- the colder it is, the 
less power they can deliver. Indeed, batteries that fail at 30 degrees, may go for many hours at 
70 degrees. When the temperature is really cold, keep a spare set of batteries warm in your 
~ jacket pocket so they can be changed if the batteries in the detector suffer from frost bite. 


ERING PEROGIEAMS 


I have sometimes seen recommended settings designed to find rings, and specifically gold 
rings. Do these programs work? People in the know realize that size, metal content, design, 
condition, halo, and ground conditions can cause rings to read almost anywhere on your meter. 
Therefore, the only way to maximize ring recoveries is to dig all signals. Unfortunately, this is 
not always possible or practical, which is probably why most rings are found along beaches 
where target recovery takes only a few seconds and the next wave usually eliminates any dig 
holes.
